THE condition of the Irish landlords might. 
be a matter for commiseration was their 
character not so well known. The tenants 
throughout the island seem to have organized 
a universal strike against paying a higher 
rent for their farms than the Government 
valuation, and in some instances they refuse to 
pay even that. Evictions are all but impossible, 
and although there are quite a number of 
soldiers and Constables in the country, there 
are not enough to form body-guards for all 
the obnoxious landlords, agents, bailiffs, 
caretakers, etc. The agitation is being 
pushed with vigor and determination, and 
the proceedings instituted by the Government 
against the leaders seem to have had only 
one effect—that of rendering the leaders 
more popular. The landlord and Tory or- 
gans continue to urge coercive méasures. 
The London Saturday Review, the mouth 
piece of the less stupid of the “Stupid 
Party,” lashes itself into a great rage over 
the lawlesness prevailing in Ireland, and 
says it is areproach to the Government, to 
England, and to lreland.

FLOUR AND CEREALS. 
CONTINUED EXCITEMENT AND RAPID RISE 
IN PRICES OF FLOUR AND GRAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, Nov. 2.—The excitement 
over the advance in prices on the Produce 
Exchange still continues. Flour has gone 
up since Thursday from 15 to B cents per 
barrel, wheat from two to three cents per 
bushel, and corn from two to two and a half 
cents per bushel.

TRANSPORTATION, 
MEASURES LOOKING TO THE EXPRESS BUSI- 
NESS BEING DONE BY THE RAILROADS. 
Specitai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 20.—Negotiations are 
pending between the Bound Brook Line, the 
Ohio & Mississippi, and the Marietta & Cin- 
cinnati Railroads, whereby the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company will be enabled to extend its 
business in the East to Philadelphia, New 
York, and Boston, ànd in the Southwest and 
West to New Orleans and points along the 
frontier. This plan will give four, instead 
of three, express routes to Cincinnati from 
the East, and three, from the South, instead 
of one, to the same city. It is claimed 
that thereafter, for the first time. 
through express way-bills will be made 
from New Orlegnms to New York, 
and from this city to the Far West. It is 
further claimed that the system

by express, besides farnishing greater facili- 
ties. There is no doubt that if the system is 
perfected it will operate adversely to the old 
express carriers, as it is expected to prove 
the practicability of railroad companies 
doing their own express business.

New York, Nov. 20.—The official vote of 
New York State this year for Presidential 
Electors has not yet been declared, but from 
the figures submitted to the Board of Can- 
vassers the total will probably be 1,104,120, as 
against 1,016,552 in 1876,—an inerease of 
87,568. Garfield has 555,544, or 66,3837 more 
than Hayes had four years ago, while Han- 
cock has 534,611, or but 12,662 more than Til- 
den had.

How Women Have Figured in French 
Politics. 
Pari Correspondence Boston Herald. 

I was rather surprised to note, by the latest 
arrival of American papers, that the first 
telegraphic reports of the De Cissey-Jung 
affair were so universally in favor of 
the General. He seems to be considered 
therein as a martyr to the malice of the 
Radicals. Now it is a well-known fact that 
everybody in Paris fully understood the why 
and wherefore of his resignation of his func- 
tions as Minister of War some five or six years 
ago. That the General had a chere amie who was 
a German spy, and who profited by her right 
ofentry at all times to his private rooms to 
copy all sorts of important documents, 
the copies being forthwith transmitted to 
Berlin, became known to the police at 
that epoch, and through their medium to 
Marshal MacMahon. ‘The Marshal sent for his 
old comrade, then his trusted coadjutor in the 
Government, and laid the proofs of the Baroness 
de Kaulla’s misdeeds before him. Poor De Cis- 
sey was utterly crushed by the revelation. They 
say that, war-worn soldier though he is, he burst 
into tears and wept like a woman. Out of con- 
sideration for his age and his long years of mil- 
itury service, he was permitted tosend in his res- 
ignation on the plea of ill-health. The story was 
hushed up so far as the newspapers were con- 
cerned, every jourval in Paris receiving a 
solemn warning not to allude to it in any pos- 
sible way. But it was the talk of the city: the 
clubs aud the cafés rang with it; but even the 
correspondents of foreign journals did not ven- 
ture to mention the incident, save in veiled and 
guarded terms. It bad all blown over, and the 
history was well-nigh forgotten, when it pleased 
an unserupulous journalist to stir it up afresh. 

Hence the scandal wherewith Paris is now 
ringing, and the end is not yet. Every day calls 
forth iresh details. Now it is a story of how the 
apartments of the Baroness were refurnished in 
gorgeous style, the bill of $16,000 being paid by 
a wealthy army contractor, who immediately 
after received an order for 9,000,000 pairs of shoes 
for the French army. Then we bave the history 
ot how all the chassepots captured by Prussia 
during the Franco-Prussian war were resold to 
the French Government through the medium 
of Mme. de Kaulla, that astute lady pocketing 
some $50,000 by the transaction. There is also 
a history of horses supplied to the French army 
through the same channel, said horses being 
worthiess beasts that were fit for nothing but 
the knocker’s yard. 

Withal, the lady is said to be one of the most 
graceful, refined, and fascinating of women. A 
lady friend ot mine chanced to be seated beside 
her ata public concert one evening, a year or 
two ago. Some small incident, such as the loan 
ofa pera: led toa conversation, and my 
friend was entirely charmed with the vivacity, 
the bigh-bred elegance, and the beauty of ber 
neigbbor. When the concert was over 
she asked a French acquaintance, who was 
present, who that fascinating lady might be, 
was told hermame, and never forgot it, so deep 
had been the impression made upon ber mind 
by the winning ways and sparkling wit of her 
chance acqguuintance. She never saw the be- 
witching Baroness again, and it was only when 
the De Cissey-Jung scandal burst upon tbe 
public that she recalled the incident and the 
name of the charmer. 

What an influence women seem to exercise 
over the stormy tide of French politics! The 
angry Waves may rise, and seethe, and over- 
helm old landmarks and cherished institutions, 
in their maddening fury.

The Fires in the Nova Scotia Mine Have 


Been Finally Extinguished. 


Two Children Patally Poisoned with Bella- 
donna at Kankakee, III. 


THE ASYLUM HORROR. 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Paut. Minn., Nov. 20.—The latest de- 
velopments in the St. Peter disaster may be 
summed up as follows: Farmer MeFaddin 
took an assistant early this morning, and 
continued the search for the dead among the 
ruins. They had not been at work very long 
before McFadden’s shovel, delving in the 
brick and ashes, encountered a hard sub- 
stance, which gave way as crusted snow 
gives way beneath asturdy push. He hur- 
riedly removed the surrounding débris, 
and brought to light a .burned and 
blackened skull, whose eve-sockets were 
filled with ashes, broken nails, and 
pieces of molten glass. Expression there 
was none. The identity could not be posi- 
tively established. Itis only known that C. 
Rossheimer, a Scott County patient, occupied 
the room directly over the place where the 
skull was found. A bit of stomach was also 
found hard by, probably a part of the body 
to which tho skull was formerly attached. 
At 10:25 an employé having occasion to go to 
the pig-sty found huddled up in one corner 
a patient named Peter Hagan. He was 
partly covered with straw, and almost 
dead with cold. He was brought 
into the hospital, and when I saw him a few 
moments after he was shivering terribly and 
nearly dead with cold. His feet were blue 
and nearly paralyzed. Attendents took him 
in charge and got him inside of a suit of 
warm clothing as soon as possible. Hagan 
escaped about two years ago, and went to 
the pig-pen, where he was found after two 
days. When the watchman found him, he 
sald: There's another man in there,” and 
thus having temporarily got the watchman 
out of his way, he flitted from sight and was 
not found for two days. The severe strict- 
tures being upon Coroner Klein for not hold- 
ing an inquest develops the following corre- 
spondence: 

STEWARD’S OFFIce, MINNESOTA HOSPITAL FOR 
THE INSANE, St. Peter, Nov. 18, 1880.—To Wdl- 
tam Klein, Reg., Coroner of Nicollet County, St. 
Peter: I desire to notify you officially that in 
the fire which occurred at the Main Hospital- 
building on the night of the 15th inst., six of the 
patients under our care lost their lives in the 
flames, and seven others have 
died from the effects of injuries and 
exposure then sustained, and nineteen 
others are missing, a total of thirty-two 
patients,—all males. The names of all the 
above patients can be furnished if desired. 
You will please take such official action in the 
premises as may to you seem proper and nec- 
essury, and notify me in writing at your earliest 
convenience of the course decided upon. We 
will promptly render you any assistance in our 
power to aid in aproper legal determination of 
the matter.

In explanation of his position Mr. Klein 
only reiterates the opinion that it was all an 
accident, and that he doesn’t intend to hold 
an inquest. A Pioneer-Press correspondent 
who has spent several days in investigating 
the cause of the catastrophe telegraphs: 
“The condition of the hose, which from 
long neglect had adhered on the inside, calls 
for investigation, in order that the blame 
therefor may be placed where it properly 
belongs. In the two hospital-buildings in 
town there are now over 100 patients, 
and the buildings are protected against 
fire by two Babcock fire-extinguish- 
ers which are not in the buildings. 
but in the office between the two. These 
buildings have been on fire several times, 
and are now a constant source of anxiety to 
the officers. The fact that there are no fire- 
extinguishers in these buildings is explained 
by the officers by the fact that patients have 
access to all parts of the building. Attend- 
dants retire at an early hour, and the care of 
the building is then left to a single night- 
watchman. After several days’ investiga- 
tion, it is my opinion that the fire would not 
have extended as far as it did if proper care 
had been taken by the officials to have the 
hose in working order and te drill the at- 
tendants for fire-duty.”’ ; 


THE WABASH ACCIDENT.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Nov. 2.—The wreck 
at Burrows Station, on the Wabash Railway, 
the meagre particulars of which were 
telegraphed THe Tumor last night, was 
a very expensive one, pecuniarily con- 
sidered, to say nothing of the killed and 
wounded. Reports as yet differ as to the 
cause of the accident. One says that after 
the first division of the train passed the 
section-men ran three hand-cars on to the 
track, and in doing so turned the switch. 
Another repert states that the men were re- 
pairing the track, and, thinking they had 
time before the departure of the first 
train and the arrival of the second to put in 
a new rail, had removed the old one, just as 
the second train whirled around the curve at 
fifteen miles an hour, and on a down grade.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 
The east-bound freight movement during the 
past week continued very heavy, and the state- 
mount for the week ending Nov. 20 shows a still 
further increase in shipments, though not as 
large as was anticipated.

Tux people of Kansas have voted for the 
adoption of an amendment to the State Con- 
stitution prohibiting the manufacture or sale 
of intoxicating liquors. The majority for the 
amendment was comparatively small. Gar- 
field had a plurality in the State of 60,963. 
The majority for the amendment was 6,547. 
Some Greenbackers and Democrats voted 
for it. About 30,000 Republicans voted 
against it. While Kansas is a reliable Re- 
publican State, it is a very uncertain Prohibi- 
tion State. Its experience in the latter capac- 
ity will be watched closely by all persons in- 
terested in the attempt to suppress the 
liquor traffic and intemperance by law. The 
amendment of Kansas is in form much like 
the Maine liquor law, but the circumstances 
under which it is to be tried are widely dif- 
ferent. Maine is an old State; Kansas is a 
new one. The former has never depended 
much upon immigration to develop its re- 
sources; the latter is largely settled by for- 
eigners, and is holding out strong induce- 
ments to immigrants to take up its 
lands. It has been assumed—perhaps 
with too much  haste—that German 
immigrants will not knowingly go to a State 
where their personal liberty is to be inter- 
fered with. The German societies will cer- 
tainly use their influence for a time to divert 
their countrymen from Kansas. Whether 
these efforts will be successful remaius to be 
seen. The manifest advantages of Kansas 
may outweigh the objections of immigrants 
to its liquor legislation. The amendment is 
not likely, in any case, to remain in full 
operation, very long. Either it will be re- 
pealed, or amended, or permitted to fall into 
disuse. There is a section to this effect in 
the Ohio Constitution; adopted thirty years 
ago:

The question 
must always be, in discussing enactments of 
this nature, not whether the suppression of 
the indiseriminate sale of liquors is desira- 
ble, but whether it can be effected by law. 

THE WESTERN INDIANA FRANCHISE. 

The original ordinance granted to the Chi- 
cago & Western Indiana Railroad Company 
the right to lay down and operate its railroad 
within the city limits, “ with one or more 
tracks,” to such terminus as it might estab- 
lish between the east bank of the South 
Branch of the Chicago River and the west 
side of State street, and between Sixteenth 
street and the south line of Van Buren 
street, in said city. This same ordinance 
further provided that the privileges therein 
grantetl were upon the express condition 
that the tracks authorized “shall be laid 
down and constructed within one year from 
the passage of this ordinance, and, if not so 
constructed and in operation, all the rights 
and privileges granted by this ordinance to 
such Company shall cease, and be null and 
void.” The ordinance was passed Sept. 15, 
1879, 

The validity of the ordinance was attacked 
in the Courts, and the Appellate Court de- 
clared it to be void, and all operations under 
it were restrained and prohibited. The Com- 
pany appealed to the Supreme Court. Pend- 
ing this appeal, the Council passed a new 
ordinance, which, however, was vetoed by- 
the Mayor, and then, in 1880, came the de- 
cision by the Supreme Court that the judg- 
ment ot the Appellate Court was erroneous, 
and affirmed the validity of the original 
ordinance.

t not continuously, The Company then 


@ | provosed formally to the Couneil to waive | 


the right to lay its tracks rn 5 north of Harrison | 
street, provided the City of Chicago would 
not interfere with or oppose the Company in 
the exercise of any privilege acquired under 
the ordinance as to the territory south of 
Harrison street. This proposition was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee of the 
Council, which Committee reported adversely 
to its adoption, and reported an ordinance re- 
pealing that of Sept.15 granting the fran- 
chise to the Company. 

This subject. will come up to-morrow even- 
ing before the Council for action. The report 
of the Committee was made by Alderman 
Shorey, and will be championed by him. 
The argument is that the acceptance of the 
ordinance was not merely an agreement to 
construet and operate the railway within one 
year, but it was an acceptance of the grant 
with the express limitation that if the tracks 
were not laid and the road in operation with- 
in that time the grant itself should cease, and 
be null and void. On this point Mr. Shorey 
makes an elaborate argument, fortified by 
numerous judicial decisions, to the effect 
that in all cases of such grants, limited to 
the performance within a time declared, the 
grant ceases to have any validity should 
the performance not be made within the 
prescribed time. Further, that in this case 
the tracks were not laid down, and therefore 
could not be in operation on the day fixed by 
law. He further argued that a partial con- 
struction of the tracks was not a compliance 
with the condition of the ordinance, because 
the grant was for a eontinuous roadway, and 
na such construction had been made or was 
in operation on the 15th of September, 1880. 
In fact, the Company had not at that time 
procured by purchase or condemnation the 
property needed for its right of way over the 
ground on which it was proposed to lay the 
tracks. Hence the argument leads to the 
conclusion that the Company has forfeited 
the entire franchise granted to it by the ordi- 
nance of Sept. 15, 1879. 

The application of the Railway Company 
to waive the right to lay its tracks north of 
Harrison street, provided the city would not 
interfere with the Company’s rights, un- 
der that ordinance, south of Harrison 
street, is claimed by Mr. Shorey to be noth- 
ing more than an impudent attempt to ob- 
tain from the city an extension and renewal 
of the privileges under the original ordi- 
nance, which privileges had been forfeited 
by the failure to comply with the limitations 
of the grant. 

The fact that the Railroad Company was 
delayed and prohibited in the construction 
of the road by injunctions and other legal 
restraints is declared to have no legal force. 
The city, it is claimed, was not a party to the 
legal proceedings, and its right to resume 
the forfeited franchises can in no wise 
be impaired or destroyed by the 
action of others. The Company cannot pro- 
tect itself against the rights of the city by 
pleading legal proceedings to which the city 
was nota party. The grant to the Company 
was a special one, in derogation of com- 
mon right. and must therefore be construed 
strictly against the grantee. 

The repeal of the ordinance, it is claimed, 
would de a clear affirmation on the part of 
the city that it waives nothing, and stands 
on all rights which belong to it. To 
repeal the ordinance would leave the city 
and the Railway Company just where they 
woald stand had no such ordinance ever 
passed. 

On these grounds it is claimed the old or- 
dinance should be repealed,—not that the 
Western Indiana Railroad shall be ex- 
eluded from the city, but that the city may 
by a new ordinance grant the right strictly 
defining the location of the route, includ- 
ing the terminus. The necessity for 
this certainty in the designation of the 
route, it is claimed, will appear from what 
this Company has already done. It was 
granted the right of way for one railroad on 
one route. The map of the territory, as it 
now stands, shows that two distinct and sep- 
arate routes, with a public street between 
them, have been laid out north of Sixteenth 
street; it furtner shows the purpose of the 
Company to occupy, if it can, the entire 
space bounded by Van Buren, Sixteenth, 
State, and Clark streets. Making a great 
railroad yard of all the land from State to 
Clark street, south of Harrison,” is de- 
nounced as “imposing a disastrous limita- 
tion to the facilities of travel as well as of 
business.“ 

The repeal of the ordinance, it is claimed, 
will enable the Council to act understand- 
ingly and with reference to a permanent pro- 
vision for the railways entering the South 
Division. Once master of the situation, as 
by the repeal of this ordinance the Council 
will be, a new ordinance may then be framed 
in harmony with the future necessities of 
business. 


CRIME IN CHICAGO. 

It has been noted before that crimes of 
violence were of unasually frequent oc- 
currence in Chicago during the past sum- 
mer; but the fact is vividly brought to mind by 
the description in THe TRIBUNE of Wednes- 
day of Murderers Row” in the Cook 
County Jail. There were found there nine- 
teen persons held on the charge of murder, 
of various degrees of atrocity. The accused 
include whites and blacks, men and women, 
old and young, some persons who would 
properly be classed with the brute creation 
and others who have enjoyed the influences 
of education and civilized society. The 
motives of the crimes range from alleged 
self-protection to the most degrading 
passions. Drunkenness figures largely 
among the causes that led up to violence, but 
the commission of some other crime and 
greed for money were in many cases the 
preliminaries to the murders. The variety 


in the stations of the murderers and in the | 


character of their crimes baffles any philo- 
sophic theory that might suggest preventive 
measures, but there are two or three prac- 
tical reflections that will naturally occur to 
any one who thinks seriously about the mat- 
ter. 

In the first place, one reason forthe un- 
usual extent of murderous assaults may be 
found in the so-called - liberal” policy 
which has been followed by the present City 
Administration. There has been an evident 
purposé ever since the present Mayor was 
elected to license all kinds of dissipation 
rather than to repress it. The theory of this 
policy is that the police can control the 
vicious classes more effectively and do more 
to prevent actual crime by recognizing and 
protecting the resorts of viee than by prose- 
cuting or “pulling” them. Acting upon 
this theory, the gambling-houses, the places 
of prostitution, the State street concert- 
halls, and low dives of all kinds have 
been permitted to run, ostensibly under 
the surveillance of the police, with 
only an occasional and spasmodic effort 
to reduce their number and restrain 
their offensivecharacter. ‘‘ Murderers’ Row ” 
in the County Jail and the daily records of 
crime that have fortuitously stopped short 
of actual murder do not inspire popular con- 


' fidence in the efficiency of this policy. There 


would have been fewer murders and less vio- 
lence if the various phases of dissipation had 


been more energetically hounded by the 


police. The resorts for gamblers, thieves, 
and prostitutes are schools of crime. To the 
extent that vice is indulged crime is pro- 
moted. The experienced police of a large 
city will understand the difference between a 


quiet barroom and a‘ low dive: they can 


bearance. 


always point out the resorts of the vicious, 
and the dangerous places; they know by 
sight the gamblers, dhe street-walkers, the 
confidence-men, and ‘the suspicious room- 
renters. Their knowledge and experience in 
these matters are of little avail if they under- 
stand that the policy of the City Government 
is to let alone these people and their favorit 
haunts, and merely to watch them for the 
apprehension of those who rob, slug, or 
murder. The function of the police should 
be to harass the vicious classes. These people 


soon learn to know the difference between a 


strict, repressive policy and liberal concession 
to the indulgence of their passions., They 
are attracted to cities which give them 
license to carouse and flaunt their vices be- 
fore the public gaze. They avoid those 
cities where the police make it uncomfort- 
able for them. Chicago has suffered from 
former policy during the past year. The 
ugh and dangerous classes have developed 
through-drunkenness and libidinous associa- 
tions a recklesness that might have been 
largely suppressed, and a consequence has 
been that crimes of violence have increased 
in their frequency and atrocity. 

There is another reform which “ Murder- 
ers’ Row” suggests. Public morals and pub- 
lic safety demand greater promptness in 
bringing criminals to trial. The jail alone 
has no particular terrors for the hardened 
criminal or dissipated wretch. It isonlya 
temporary abiding-place. There is always a 


prospect of getting ont with the aid of shrewd 


attorneys and associate criminals who are at 
hand to prove alibis or swear to a fraudulent 
defense. It is the Penitentiary and the gal- 
lows that make the criminal classes quake. 
Promptness in prosecution and relentless 
execution of the spirit of the law are 
two of the most ective -agents in 
the repression of crime. 1 presence 
of nineteen persons In the County Jail await- 
ing trial for murder is a scandal to this city 
and county. Fortunately, the addition of 
four new Judges to the county judiciary of- 
fers a solution of the problem. There may 
henceforth be two Criminal Courts instead 
of one in this county. There is no danger 
that the civil dockets will be overcrowded, 
with eleven Judges to dispose of them; two 
Judges may sit on the Criminal Bench regu- 
larly. It may be necessary to authorize the 
employment of additional assistants for the 
State’s Attorney, but the added expense will 
probably be smaller in the long run than it 
will be to board untried criminals at the pub- 
lic cost. But, even if the prompt disposition 
of criminal cases were more expensive than 
the present dilatory plan, the public money 
might be much better employed in this way 
than by useless adornments of public 
buildings or the enrichment of public con- 
tractors. The protection of human life is the 
first and highest duty of organized society. 
The reforms suggested by “ Murderers’ 
Row” must be accomplished in part by the 
City Government and in part by the County 
Government. Mayor Harrison must aban- 
don the lenienevy which has been shown the 
dissipated classes under his administration. 
The County Board must make the necessary 
provision for two regular Criminal Courts,— 


one to clean up the accumulated cases, and | 


the other to dispose of the current cases re- 
ported by the Grand Jury. When the Jail 
shall once be rid of its overcharge of brutal- 
ity, there will be no further difficulty, with 
two Criminal Courts in constant session, in 
bringing criminals to speedy punishment; 
and when this practice shall once be im- 
pressed upon the eriminal classes it will be 
found that crime in this city can be mate- 
rially abated.

THE PROPOSED SMOKE ORDINANCE. 
Mes understand that the ordinance designed 
to abate the smoke fufsance will come up 


for special considerati®i of the Common 


Council at its regular meeting to-morrow 
evening. The purpose of this ordinance has 
the sympathy and approval of the public, and: 
there is reason to believe that its provisions. 
are calculated to produce the desired effect 
of reducing the amount of smoke which of 
late years has become a curse to this city with- 
out working injury or .injustice to any indi- 
vidual or corporate interest. The opposition 
it has encountered is suggested partly by a 
misapprehension of the effect the ordinance 
will have, and partly by a selfish indifference 
to the welfare of Chicago and to the health and 
comfort of the people who reside here. The 
ordinance is not constructed in the interest 
of any patent smoke-burner, and does not 
even require that smoke-burners shall be 
used. It simply provides that the smoke 
nuisance shall be abated whenever and where- 
ever it shall be offensive; the means to that 
end is left to the discretion of every person 
who offends. The work of Inspection is in- 
trusted to the Health Department. The 
process of repression will probably consist 
first in warning and advice as to the 
method which has been found most effica- 
cious in reducing the volume of smoke, and 
itis only in those cases where perverse and 
unreasonable opposition to the abatement of 
the nuisance shall be encountered that the 
fine will be imposed. Every one who is will- 
ing to concede that the community has the 
right to enforce from individuals proper 
deference to public health and interests of 
property must also concede the fairness of 
this proposition. 

The railroad managers have offered more 
opposition to the passage of this ordinance 
than has come from any other souree, and 
they are the very last persons who ought to 
antagonize it. The railroad corporations en- 
joy exceptional privileges in this city. Their 
depots are located at central points, and they 
have always been treated with favor and for- 
When. they are asked to refrain 
from blackening the houses, choking the 
respiration of the people, and ruining the 
property of Chicago, they should be willing 
to comply with the demand, even at some 
cost. But the fact is, that the reduction of 
the smoke-waste in the railroad locomo- 
tives will be at the same time a 
saving to the railroads, and they may 
make this saving by more systematic 
supervision of their engineers. The Lli- 
nois Central Railroad has demonstrated this 
fact by actual experiment. Some time ago 
the officers of that road, by means of repeated 
trials, arrived at a close estimate of the 
amouut of coal which is necessary to enable 
a lovomotive to do a stated amount of serv- 
ice. Since then every engineer in the em- 
ploy of the Company understands that he 
will be called to account if he shall use 
more than a proper allowance of fuel, The 
Illinois Central engl eers have thus learned 
to economize their coal, and not waste it in 
smoke. They fire more frequently and in 
smaller quantities of fuel, and thus assure 
more complete combustion, Smoke and soot 
are only a loss of carbon that ought to be 
consumed in heat. It is the lazy and care- 
less engineers who chill their fires by piling 
on a great mass of cold fuel in order 
that they need nat feed so frequently, 
and it is this practice which produces 
most of the black smoke that pours in great 
volumes from locomotives and tugs. The 
employers should welcome a city ordinance 
which will have the effect to make engineers 
and firemen more careful in order to avoid a 
fine for committing a nuisance, since such 
restraint is bound at the same time to reduce 
their coal bills. 

What is true of the corporations is equally 
true of individual employers, who ought, 
moreover, to take a local pride in promoting 
the cleanliness and good appearance of the 
city. Chicago, once freed frum the unueces- 
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| sary smoke emitted from a thousand chim- 


neys, will be tne handsomest metropolis on 
this continent. No city in the New World 
can point to its business tres with so 
much pride. The buildings are stately, 
modern, substantial, and gratifying to the 
eye. The chemists have supplied a prepara- 
tion that will clean the Western stone 
and give it the appearance of white marble. 
If there wereno more smoke in this city than 
there ought to be with due reference to 
economical fires, the new Chicago would be 
a model of beauty. If, on the other hand, 
the present wasteful and senseless manu- 


facture of smoke be permitted to continue, 


the time is not far distant when Chicago will 
be as black and disagreeable as Pittsburg or 
London. If there were no better reason for 
demanding an abatement of the nuisance, 
local pride alone would suggest the proposed 
reform. 

The Council should be governed by these 
suggestions of the general in of the 
community rather than influenced by ignorant 
objections which are made by men and agents 
of companies that stand in their own light. 
The smoke ordinance ought to 10 passed 
without further delay.

POISONING FOOD. | 

David praised God because, ashe lared, 
man is “ fearfully and wonderfully made.” 
Was the Psalmist reflecting on the résistance 
which the human stomach offers to the 
malign effects of the vile compounds im- 
posed upon it? Certainly in no respect is 
human endurance better attested than in its 
power to withstand the assaults of the fiend 
of food-adulteration, whose name is legion. 
Man desires butter,—the essence, so to 
speak, of pure milk: he is given a com- 
pound of lard, tallow, and other worse 
grease. He desires cheese: he is given a 
horrible mixture of buttermilk, skimmed 
milk, sour milk, clarified oil, and saleratus, 
He calls for coffee: he is given chicory, 
peas, rye, beans, and a dozen other base 
counterfeits. He asks for sugar: he re- 
ceives glucose and sand. He orders a barrel 
of flour: he gets a compound of—nobody 
knows what. He calls for a cup of tea, and 
gets a decoction of tannin. Man is nec- 
essarily engaged in the oceupation of con- 
stantly surprising his stomach, poisoning it. 
playing tricks upon it, disgusting it with 
practical jokes, But the stomach gets used 
to it; the man still lives. He does not live 
to be a thousand years old, as the Scripture 
patriarch did, but he lives forty, sixty, 
eighty, ora hundred years, and then dies 
from the effects of adulterated food,—is assas- 
inated, as it were, by his grocer. And the 
grocer dies too. There is some satisfaction 


in this. The mixer of villainous compounds 


is no respecter of persons. Heisengaged in 
carrying out the Malthusian depopulation 
theory, and he kills everybody, from the man 
who retails his poisonous counterfeits to 
the undertaker who boxes up his victims, 
and the sexton who buries them out of sight. 
And then the mixer dies. He is bound to 
take the cup of hemlock; for while he is 
mixing one kind of poison his neighbor 
across the way is mixing another kind. The 
present system of food-poisoning may be 
called the mereantile theory of life. The 
sole object of the adulteration is to make 
money. Said the Yankee to his son: “ Make 
money, my boy; honestly, If you can; but 
make money.” And the boy went into the 
wooden-nutmeg and basswood-ham busi- 
ness. He didn’t poison anybody; he merely 
cheated his customers; that’s all. It is, 


however, only a step from cheating to 


murder, as the food-adulterating fiends 
have amply demonstrated. The first food- 
mixing cheat put only a small quantity of 
poison in his compound, with a view of de- 
creasing the cost, and so of increasing the 
profit. When his theretofore honest neigh- 
bor found he was being undersold, he put a 
little more poison in his compound in order 
to undersell his brother cheat and poisoner 
over the way. So the rascals went on com- 
peting in the business of cheating and slow 
poisoning until now they have made a verita- 
ble hell of the public stomach. And this is 
the mercantile theory on a gradually im- 
proving scale,—the theory of the mixer, that, 
as other merchants mix, and cheat, and poi- 
son their customers, he must do the same, or 
fall behind in the race for fortune. The 
erime of food-adulteration is several degrees 
worse than that of the footpad who 
takes what loose change the travel- 
er has about him at the pistol’s muz- 
zle. because trifling with the stomach 
takes away the power of earning money, and 
eventually makes a corpse of the man who 
owns the stomach. But the mereantiletheory 
knows no law but thatof gain. And, as the 
passion for gain grows by what it feeds on,. 
the proportion of poison to wholesome food 
in the thing vended is ever on the increase. 


The chemist is taxed to the utmost of his 


scientific knowledge to keep up with the de- 
mand for new tricks of concealing deleteri- 
rious substances and insidious poisons under 
cover of wholesome and nutritious food- 
preparations. He toils night and day over 
his erucible to invent new masks behind 
which may be hidden the lying devices of 
the honest (?) merchant,—devices by which 
acheap poison may be made to assume the 
appearance and take the place of 
some nutritious substance in universal 
demand by the public. “Singular that 
the merchant should desira to as- 
sasinate his fellow-creatures,’” exclaims 
the innocent reader. Bless your soul, he 
doesn’t desire to assasinateanybody. But he 
must, or he and his family would die of 
starvation, or at least be reduced to the rank 
of paupers. They all do it.“ One bold, 
bad man having inaugurated the custom of 
adulterating food, all his competitors are 
compelled: to follow suit or fail in business. 
They all become dishonest fellows because 


there happened to be at a remote period of 


the past one black ‘sheep in the flock. The 
whole batch of rogues make no more money 
by the general system of food-poisoning 
than they would were they all honest. But 
if one of them should be struck by lightning, 
and transformed into an honest man, as Paul 


was that dark night, and turn reformer, as 


Paul did, he would be ruined. Hence, they 
continue to mix food and poison the stom- 
achs of all mankind. And the publie—good, 
easy soul—continues to eat and to die a linger 
ing death. 


SUNDAY IN SCOTLAND. 

While the Free Kirk of Scotland is in a 
state of distraction lest there may be heresy 
in Prof. Robertson Smith's article on He- 
brew Language and Literature,“ lately pub- 
lished in the Encyclopedia Britannica, and 
the United Presbyterian Church has hardly 
got quieted down after her troubles with 
Messrs. McCrae and Ferguson, and the Estab- 
lished Church is hauling the writers of a vol- 
ume of ‘Scotch Sermons” up to the theolog- 
ical snub-post, the people who are outside of 
all these ecclesiastical bodies have tormed a 
Sunday Society, of which the Glasgow branch 
was organized near the close of last month 
under the leadership of Prof. Tyndall, who 
took the ground not only that the Christian 


Sunday should in no way be identified with 
‘the Jewish Sabbath, but that the Jewish 
Sabbath itself was not nearly so formidable 


a day as the Puritan Sabbath. 

The Professor’s attack upon what is 
known as Sabdbatarianism strikes the ques- 
tion from a new direction, for the advocates 
of the Puritanicconception of the Lord’s Day 


have always rested upon the theorz that it | 


— — and ‘was to 
be observed with the same degree of sacred- 
ness. Prot. Tyndall points out that the Jews 
have not now, and never did have, a day cor- 
responding to the Puritanical notion of tho 
Sabbath. 

The word Sabbath means rest, and it was 
given as a name to the seyenth day, accord- 
ing to the Mosaic account of the Creation, be- 


cause God “rested on the seventh day trom 


all His work which He had made.“ It was 
for this reason that He blessed the seventh 
day and sanctified it,” and set it apart as a 
day of repose from labor. Work was as dis- 
tasteful to the Hebrew mind as it is to ours. 
It was the curse of Adam, The explanatory 
part of the commandment for remembering 
the Sabbath day and keeping it holy is that 
in it thou shalt not do any work’: and 
with that prohibition, and the reason for it, 
the commandment ends. It simply imposes 
a cessation from labor, and so the Jews un- 
derstood it. They made their Sab- 
bath-day’s journey” a short walk of 
about a mile, to avoid laborious exer- 
cise. In the wilderness they gathered two 
omers of manna for one man on the sixth 
day, because “to-morrow is the rest of the 
holy Sabbath unto the Lord,” and further 
on it is said, “So the people rested on the 
seventh day.” Their Sabbaths were not ex- 
clusively on the seventh day of the week, 
for on the tenth aay of the seventh month 
they had a Sabbath of rest; and on the 
first day of the same month they had a Sab- 
bath wherein they were to “do no servile 
work”; and on the fifteenth day of the same 
month, when they had “gathered in the 
fruits of the land,” they were commanded to 
„keep a feast unto the Lord seven days,” of 
which the first should be a Sabbath whereon 
they should take the boughs of goodly 
trees, branches of palm-trees, and the boughs 
of thick trees, and willows of the brook,” and 
“rejoice before the Lord“; and they wers to 
“dwell in booths seven days.“ All this reads 
more like the directions for a harvest-home 
picnic than for a gloomy conyocation, and 
the festive season which commenced on a 
special Sabbath must have included one of 
the regular hebdomadal Sabbaths as well. 
The entire seventh year in the land of prom- 
ise was also appointed to be a Sabbath for 
the Lord,“ in which they should neither sow 
the field, mor prune the vineyard, nor 
gather the fruit thereof, nor reap, for it was 
to be “ a year of rest unto the land.” Nehe- 
miah, the son of Hachaliah, complains that 
he saw “some treading wine-presses on the 
Sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and lading 
asses,” and that the men of Tyre “ brought 
fish and all manner of ware, and sold on the 
Sabbath unto the children of Judah, and in 
Jerusalem,” wherefore, ** when the gates of 
Jerusalem began to be dark before the Sab- 
bath he commanded that the gates should 
be shut, and charged that they should not be 
opened till after the Sabbath; and he com- 

placently adds: “So the merchants and 
sellers of all kind of ware lodged without 
Jerusalem once or twiee.“ Trading was pro- 
hibited on certain other days besides the 
Sabbath, as, for instance, on those of the 
new moon. The Prophet Amos calls upon 
the people who are saying, When will the 

new moon be gone, that we may sell corn ? 
and the Sabbath, that we may set forth 

wheat, making the ephah small, and the 

shekel great, and falsifying the balances by 


~ deceit ?” 


This idea of the restfulness of the Sabbath- 
day, when all ordinary work and the pursuit 
of gain were laid aside, is the leading one 
that runs through all the Hebrew Scriptures 
that have any bearing upon the subject; and 
in the Christian Church there was for ages 


no law affecting the observance of Sunday, |, 
beyond the prohibition of “servile labor,“ 


and this even was not forbidden until the 
decree of Constantine in the year 321, which 
applied only to towns, leaving people in the 
country“ freely and without fault” to “at- 
tend to the cultivation of their fields, 
lest, with the loss of favorable opportunity, 
the commodities afforded by Divine Provi- 
dence should be destroyed.” If Prof. Tyn- 
dall ean convince the people of Scotland that 
they are mistaken in confounding Sunday, 
the first day of the week, with the Jewish 
Sabbath, the last day of the week, and in 
their understanding of the Jewish Sabbath 
itself, he may possibly do more to advance 
the cause of Christianity in that region than 
all the synods, and presbyteries, and assem- 
blies are likely to accomplish by their search 
for doctrinal heresies. 
SNOBBERY. 

Every avenue of life is choked with snobs. 
They permeate the community and impress 
upon the mass an air of vulgarity. They 
thrust themselves to the fore, to the exclusion 
of modest merit. They are seen in thedraw- 
ing-room, in the college, in the pulpit, in 
every profession, and in every trade. The 
society snob makes no effort to conceal his 
contempt for poverty, and is equally frank in 
exhibiting an obsequious devotion to wealth 
and its gaudy trappings. He imitates the 
dress and manners of the most distinguished 
man in his circle, and is proud to dog his 
footsteps, like a spaniel, that he may catch his 
phrases and parrot them to the retinue of 
lesser snobs, as the flea

The literary snob — the stylo of the 
most popular author of the day, stealing 
from him everything but his ideas, and leav- 
ing them to their owner only because he fails

to comprehend them. The pulpit snob paro- 


dies the dramatic passages in the sermons of 
the preacher who happens to be the fashion 
with coarse, offensive “rant,” which con- 
verts the solemn church-service into a farce. 
The theatrical snob imitates Booth, or Bar- 
rett, or McCullough, and, as he stalks across 
the stage, his eyes“ in a fine frenzy rolling,” 
making comedy of tragedy, provokes roars 
of laughter, which he interprets as applause, 
and duly acknowledges amid more merri- 
ment. The legal snob imitates Webster, or 
Choate, or Ingersoll, and the Bar chuckles 
and the jury chuckles, and the snobbish fool 
loses his case. And all these snobs have 
their imitators, too,—again the smaller fleas, 
with still smaller fleas to bite ’em. 

Nothing could be more appropriate than 
the flea simile. The snob is the meanest of 
all parasites. He is an echo, and the echo 
grows fainter and fainter as we follow the 
descending scale of snobbery. The snob is 
an arraut coward. He dare not speak until 
the copy has been set, and then he speaks 
hesitatingly, lest the man he echoes should 
unfortunately change his mind. The snob 
is courageous only in the absence of the 
great man he imitates. It is then that he 
shines in his borrowed plumes. Having 
studied his part, he plays it with audacity 
because without fear of contradiction. If 
there is one snob more despicable than an- 
other, it is the oraiorical snob. Who does 
not remember the political campaign of 1876, 
after Bob Ingersoll’s famous speech in nom- 
inating Blaine at Cincinnati? Every cross- 
roads snob from Maine to California imi- 
tated the great orator in matter and manner. 
And what vile imitators they were! To 
listen to one of them was to tempt the spirit 
of suicide. No doubt many persons were 
rendered insane, and others plunged into tne 
gulf of idiocy, by those frightful travesties 
on oratory. The politician is a natural

OBITUARY. 


Death of Gov. James D. Win. 
iams, of Indiana. 


He Breathes His Last Peacefully and 
Calmly at His Home in In- 


: dianapolis. 


Brief Biographical Sketch of His Public 
Services and Private Life. 


GOV. JAMES D. WILLIAMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.--Gov. James 

D. Williams died to-day at half-past 12 

o'clock, passing away very peacefully, al- 
though unconscious for several hours before 
breathing his last. He was taken sick on 

the day of the Presidential election, and 
since retiring that night he has not left his 
room, his disease assuming the form ef in- 
flammation of the bladder, which from time 

to time has sorely afflicted him for about 
fifteen years. When first attacked it was 

thought he would be confined to his bed for 
a few wetks, a month may be, that having 
been the usual length of his sickness from this 
trouble. Nothing different was thought un- 
til last Tuesday, when the symptoms became 
decidedly unfavorable, and the physicians 
doubted his recovery. He grew worse from 
that time, with occasional temporary rallies, 
until last night, when for the first time he 
felt convinced that death wasat hand. From 
that time he gradually sank away, and when 
at last he ceased to breathe, those about him 
could hardly appreciate that he was gone, so 
quietly did the soul wing its flight. At that 
time his son, John Williams, of Wheat- 
land, who arrived last night; Judge 
Seott, of the Supreme Court, who 
has been constantly with him; and Mrs. 
Callopy, an attendant, were present in the 
room, the nurse having gone outa few min- 
utes before the supreme moment arrived. 
Since the death of his wife, which occurred 
several months ago,in consequence of in- 
juries received by a fall, Gov. Williams’ asso- 
ciates have noticed a great change in his 
manner, but nevera word of complaint or 
repining from his lips. Atthe old hume a 
room was always kept for his use, fitted up 
with a broad fireplace, and the furniture of 
which he had been accustomed to in early life. 
Ata window here his wife always sat to 
welcome him on his return home, but since 
her death he has not cared to return to the 
scene of his loss. He went occasionally, but 
it was always atrial. Recentiy his daughter 
missed him from his aceustomed place, and 
after a long search he was found in the barn, 
his grief welling up in great sobs that shook 
his frame. When disease brought its insid- 
ious forces to bear against him they found 
opposed to them no longer the sturdy 


will and hardy constitution, but an 
indifferent, K not willing, victim. 
It is believed that this gnawing grief more 
than the disease itself opened the way to his 
speedy death. The Governor leaves two 
children surviving him, John, a farmer of 
Knox County, and Mrs. Eliza Dunn, a 
widowed daughter, who made her home 


land. But of. grandchildren he has fifteen. 
Some are at Purdue University, others at 
home near Wheatland, while three were liv- 
ing with him in this city, the children of his 
oldest daughter, long ago deceased. Tele- 
—— 3 them all were sent 

this afternoon, ut because of  sick- 
ness Mrs. Dunn is unable to respond. 
The body will lie in state to-morrow and 
Monday, and then be conveyed to Knox 
County for interment. He will be buried 
on his farm, six miles south of Wheatland, 
in sight of his home and by theside of his 
wife and favorit son. 

James Douglas Williams was born in Pick- 
away County. Ohio, Jan. 16, 1808. His par- 
ents were of Scotch-Irish blood on one side 
and Wetsh-Engtish on the other,~a combi- 
nation which accounted for the marked phys- 
ical strength and mental qualities of the man. 
His ancestors came to this country about 
the middie of the eighteenth century, and 
engaged in agriculture. George Williams, 
the father of the late §Governor, settled in 
Ohio at an early day in the history of that 
State, and thence he removed to Indiana, lo- 
eating in Knox County, where the home of 
the Governor has always been. Young Will- 
iams enjoyed but meagre facilities for educa- 
tion social training, so that he grew u 
to be the plain, blunt, honest, hard-head 
hard-tisted farmer, and as such maintaine 
himself in whatever ition he has occu- 
pied. The father of Gov. Williams died in 
1828, leaving a family of six 
dren, James being the oldest. Upon 
him devolved the large share of the care for 
the family, which burden he bore until 1831, 
when he was married 
man, the daughter of a neighbo farmer. 
Purchasing a quarter-section of wild land, 
the young couple began a life which contin- 
ued uninterrupted until a few months since, 
when Mrs. Williams died, after a protracted 
illness. In the course of his long life as a 
farmer, Gov. Williams has succeeded in put- 
ting under cultivation a farm of over 2,000

The public career of Gov. Williams has been 
a long one, and, with the exception of his 
term in Congress, has been exclusivel

Williams was 
just three weeks ago this evening, when he 
made an address at the dedication of the new 
dining-hall of the House of Refuge at Plain- 
feld, and the last official act of his life was 
the respit nted Joseph W. Wade 
whose execution was fixed for next 
Friday. Gov. Williams was a man of 
marked appearance. He was six feet 
four inches in hight, and weighed 174 
pounds. His tall, ungainly figure was 
well known wraky Waste, as will be regret- 
fully missea from private life and from the 
councils of the State by men of all parties, 
who respected the rugged honesty and sim- 
ple virtue of the man. He was one of the 
pioneers of the State who broke the ground 
and felled the woods for the advance of a 
civilization that did not forget to honor him, 
and which he repaid by faithful and unself- 
ish service, This morning 8.

EXTRA SESSION. 
CERTAIN CONTINGENCIES WHICH MAY LEAD TO 
SUCH A RESULT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasutncTon, D. C., Nov. 20.—There is consid- 
erabie talk of an extra session in the spring by 
Republicans who wish to postpone the Con- 
greasional apportionment and the refunding 
measures until they can control the House, and 
who want to organize the House if they can to 
provide against death or other contingencies in 
the narrow margin. The Democrats will resist 
all efforts of this kind. There is, however, a 
great deal of necessary work to be done, and it 
would be easy for the minority to make an ex- 
tra session necessary. Exciuding Sundays and rhe 
usual holiday recess, there are but eighty-four 
working days in the coming session, which ex- 
pires by limitation March 4. In this time there 
are 

TWELVE REGULAR APPROPRIATION BILLS 
to be passed, the Electoral vote is to be counted, 
the apportionment and ratio for the Forty- 
eighth Congress, based on the Tenth Census, is 
to be fixed, and the appropriation for the pay of 
Deputy United States Marshals of elections is to 
be made. This bill will involve a political con- 
test. The Democrats, if they follow out the 
precedent they have already established, can- 
not vote money for such service, and if 
an item to pay them is put on one of the regu- 
lar appropriation bills, with a restrictive reser- 
vation taking away the plenary powers of the 
President, a veto is sure to follow. Again, ac- 
cording to report, Secretary Sherman will 
recommend the discontinuance of the coinage of 
THE SILVER DOLLAR, 

or, if its coiuuce is to de continued, the increase 
of its weight, so as to bring its value equal with 
the gold doliar. If Congress should enter upon 
a discussion of it will be 
without doubt protracted, as the silver dollar 
has scores of advocates in the present Congress 
who believe in ietting it alone. 

It is probable, also, that the Senate will be 
called upon to ratify the new Chinese treaty, 
which the cable announces has been agreed upon 
by our Commissioner. Congress will have to 
show more wisdom and be more diligent than it 
usually is to accomplish this. > 


“ONE HUNDRED WIVES.” 
A HINT TO PLURALLY-INCLINED CONGRESSMEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WasuinoTon, D. C., Nov. 20.—The company 
which has been playing the Chicago melodrama, 
“One Hundred Wives.“ closed a very successful 
week here to-night, and it was evident that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the theatre- 
goers of Washington, as a class, have 
not yet returned, the play could have 
been continued indefinitly. There was a 
house every night, and on.the closing days the 
theatre has been densely packed. A good many 
political people who witnessed the play re- 
gretted that it would not be represented here 
while Congress was in session, as they think it 
would have the effect to stimulate the 
National Legislature to take such radical 
action on the Mormon question as would 
finally destroy the surviving twin relic of bar- 
barism. There are mauy who believe the play 
will be as effective in the destruction of polyg- 
amy as Uncle Tom's Cabin was in the aboli- 
tion of slavery. The manager, in view of the 
Mormon criticisms of the play, has decided to 
take his company to Sait Lake and give repre- 
sentations there. Army officers who have wit- 
nessed the play, and who were long stationed at 
Salt Lake, say that afew yearsago it would have 
been a serious undertaking for any company to 
a ve acted this play in any citadel of the Mor- 

mon faith. 


PURELY POLITICAL. 
THE LAST STRAW.

As the party was about to 
enter the dining-hall an infuriated 
woman, armed with a long ice-pick, appeared 
at the door and said no nigger should sit at table 
in her house; that the gentlemen could not 
enter with that nigger, and it they tried it she 
would make it very unpleasant for them. She 
looked as if she would keep her word, and they 
did not try it, but retired and substituted sand- 
wiches fur their banquet. The local Republican 
Committee say that they will bring suit against 
the establishment under the Civii-Rights bill.

The question 
being confined to the relative merits of the 
Short-Horn and Hereford strains, the friends of 
these two breeds were not backward in 
expressing anxiety as to the outcome. 
Ata very early hour the weighing and cutting 
up of the carcasses commenced, and was con- 
tinued without intermission until all the quarters 
were displayed on tables, where the crowd could 
inspect them. The Committee worked very in- 
dustriously in making the microscopic and other 
tests of the meat, and consumed the entire day 
in arriving at the decisions and making up the 
reports in the several classes. While engaged in 
these critical examinations all sorts of shrewd 
predictions were made by the spectators as to 
which carcasses would eventually be decorated 
with the coveted blue ribbons. Long hours 
before the experts had arrived at any con- 
clusion, the Hereford men had looked over the 
quarters and congratulated themselves upon the 
excellence of their beef and the certainty that 
victory would surely be accorded to them, while 
the Short-Horn men were equally as certain that 
nothing could prevent a victory for them.

Past and Future. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
NAPANER, Ont., Nov. 20.—A sad affair 
took place last night two miles from Ernes- 
town.

Orrawa, Nov. 20.—The total value of 
products of the forest sent from the Port of 
Ottawa in 1879 was $1,199,884, as against $1,- 
518,623 for the first three quarters of 
the current year. This was largely repre- 
sented by lumber, the quantity being as fol- 
lows: Last year 117,002,000 feet were ex- 
ported, and for the first nine months of the 
current year 139,056,000 feet. The total cut of 
lumber by the mills of this immediate locali- 
ty the current year is about 255,000,000 feet, 
representing a value of nearly $3,000,000, 
The price of stocks during the last season 
at from $12 to $15 per thou- 
sand, and this year from $12 to 
$18. A leading lumber man says 
the prospects are that the market 
will rule about the same next year as it has 
this. The production of lumber will cost 
more the coming season than it has — 
owing to the advance in wages, which wil 
about cover the difference in the price of 
stocks this year over last. There were 1.600, 
000 logs received this summer,as against 970,- 
000 last year, being the second largest 
quantity every brought down to e 
Chaudiere in the history of the Ottawa 
Valley. Eighteen hundred and seventy-three 
was best year, 1,750,000 logs coming down. « 
It is estimated that 1,700,000 or 1,800,000 logs / 
will be taken out this winter. The outlook 
regarding the lumber business and timber 
trade is most encouraging. Thirty-five rafts 
of square tiinber were brought down the past 
summer, as against thirty in 1879. Next year 
it is thought that ninety rafts will come

North Green street. to cost $15,000, 
STREETS AND BOULEVARDS. 

A new ordinance for a horse-railway on 
Lake street was introduced into the Common 
Council last Monday night. It provides for 
the extension of the tracks of the Company 
on Milwaukee avenue, from the tracks now 
in use thereon, at the intersection of Clinton 
street, to Lake street, and to a connection 
with the tracks of the Company on Lake 
street: and a double track on Lake street, 
from the tracks at Rockwell street-to Central 
Park, and from the tracks now in use on 
Lake street at Union Park, easterly on Lake 
street to Lake-street bridge, and over and 
along Lake street to the east line of State, 
and thence with a single track to the east line 
of Wabash avenue. It is stipulated that cars 
shall be run from Rockwell street to Central 
Park as often as once in every twenty min- 
utes during business hours, and one car from 
the eastern terminus at or about 11 o’clock 
each evening; and that for the privilege of 
laying and operating the tracks it provides 
that the Company shall keep sixteen feet in 
the middle of the street in repair, and pay a 
license of $50 per car to the city for the aver- 
age number of cars which it will run on the 
street daily. There are various provisions 
intended to conciliate the Mayor and the 
property-owners. But the property-owners 
of East Lake street express themselves as un- 
alterably opposed to the introduction of a 
horse-car line on that street.

DANGEROUS OR DEFECTIVE SIDEWALKS.

Streets and Sidewalks, under the control of 
the General Superintendent of Streets, it 

would be a great improvement, and one that 
is much neede 1. 

The attorney of the West Park Commis- 
sioners has recommended that the boulevard 
south of Douglas Park ba made 250 feet 
wide. The Commissioners adopted almost 
unanimously the report, which has been 
printed in Tue Taripune, with regard to 
making a boulevard of West Washington 
street. 

The Lincoln Park Commissioners have au- 
thorized the resumption of work in filling the 
open space between the breakwater and the 
drive south of North avenue. 

The Common Council have passed an order 
authorizing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to relet the contract for paving the 
unfinished portions of Fulton street, between 
Canal and Sangamon, Without readvertis ing.

INDIANA CHARITIES. 


| Reports of the Trustees of the Insane 


and Blind Asylums the Past 
Year. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.—The Trus- 
tees of the Insane Asylum have filed their 
report for the year ending Oct. 31, 1880. The 
capacity of the women’s department is 454; 
in that of the males, 625; total 1,079. Eight 
wardsin the women’s department, which 
will accommodate 227 more patients, remain 
unfinished. The financial management, ac- 
cording to the report, shows a very consider- 
able saving, due to the provisions of the law 
relating to the purchase of supplies. The 
consolidated statement of revenue and dis- 
bursements is as follows: Appropriation 
for maintenance department for men, 
$125,000; tor women, $75,000; 
ation, $200,000. Disbursemen 
ments, $9,553.59; clothing. $7,087.11; main- 
tenance proper, $106,640.67; total, $188,223.37. 
Balance unexpended, $16,776.68. Appropria- 
thon for repairs, $6,500; disbursed, $6,559.49: 
unexpended balance, $940.51. Balance of 
specific appropriation for furnishing depart- 
ment for women November, 1869, $3,450.98: 
disbursed, $3,488.89; balance nnexpended,

1.010. During the year there were admitted 
914 patients and 5383 discharged, making 
a total of 1,543 pesons treated during the 
year. Of these 262 were cured, 69 improved, 
34 unimproved, and 146 died. A large por- 
tion of these were physical as well as mental 
wrecks. Eighty-three per cent of the deaths 
occurred in this class of inmates. The re- 
port shows that one-half of the insane ad- 
mitted during the year (237 in all) were 
farmers, a decided increase among 
this class over 187% The health of 
the patients has not been so 
as in former years, the number of deaths be- 
ing 146,—9 2-5 per cent, against 5 3-5 per cent 
in 187778, and 5 1-6 per cent in 1878-’°78. The 
report concludes by recommending the enact- 
ment of a law regulating insanity, inquests, 
and the committal of insane persons to the 
tal for the Insane.

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 15.—Notwithstanding 
the many threats by anonymous letters to 
Gov. Pitkin, the Mayor, and other officials of 
the city, and communications to the press, 
there has been happily no renewal of the 
terrible anti-Chinese riot of two weeks. ago. 
The state of anarchy then prevailing has 
only been equaled, proportionally, by the 
New York City riots during the War, and by 
the emeutes of the French Commune. 
Timorous citizens fled to their homes, closed 
their houses, and extinguished their lights,— 
many of them expecting that the small but 
organized band of rioters would lay waste 
the entire city, the police having been ovér- 
come and rendered perfectly powerless. 
Around the elegant residence of ex-Gov. 
Routt of Colorado the rabble gathered with 
fiendish cries,—one of their leaders yelling 
towards the darkened windows: 

2 5 — Routt, 
vere we'll bust your snout !” 

Now that order is restored, and with a large 
force of extra policemen, peace is again as- 
sured, the pertinent inquiry is made,— 
interesting alike to Chicago and other large 
cities,— | 

“ts THE CITY LIABLE ?” 
If not, who is to pay for the damages, bills 
for which amounting to» over $50,000 have 
thus far been presented? The City-Attorneys 
argue a non-liability, quoting Dillon’s de- 
cision that Public or municipal corporations 
are under no common law liable to pay for 
the property of individuals destroyed by 
mobs or riotous assemblages.” From my 
personal knowledge, I know that statutory 
provisions exist in New York State holding 


‘the city or county pecuniarily liable for de- 


struction of property by mobs; in Louisiana 
municipal corporations are liable for the 
damages occasioned by such agency; and in 
Pennsylvania the statutes of the State 
provide for remedies against the county. The 
terrible riots of 1877 will still be recalled; they 
raged most seriously in Reading and Pitts- 
burg,—the loss in the latter city aggregating 
over $2,000,000, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
being the chief claimant. An extensive and 
well-organized attempt was made, through 
bribery chiefly, to passin the State Legisla- 
ture at Harrisburg a bill for payment of the 
heavy damages by the State, which signally 
failed. Several members of the Lower House 
„broke“ from the ring; a number of Repre- 
sentatives were indicted for corruption and 
bribery, and were convicted. The prosecu- 
tion and the defense had the best legal talent, 
State and National,—on the side of the prose- 
cution being Matt Carpenter, Coleman of 
Washington, Judge Jere Black, and othe 

including Frank B. Gowen, the President

families throughout the Schuylkill Val- 
ley and the extensive anthracite- 
coal regions of Pennsylvania. Such 
is the inside history of the cause of 
the Reading Railroad bankruptey, Gowen’s 
faulty administration and dictatorial man- 
agement having rendered it vulnerable to 
such an extensive and aggressive attack on 
its finances. So ended disastrously the most 
extensive and best-organized attempt in this 
country to transfer the liability for 1 
by mob violence from a minor — yo t 
to a State; Pittsburg lies in Allegheny Coun- 
ty, and the latter has been held responsible. 

The special statutory provision in the cases 
of New York, Pennsylvania, and Louisiana 
precludes the existence in common law of 
any legal right to recover damages from mu- 
nieipal corporations or county authorities for 
such acts of mob violence; and, in its absence 
in the statutes of Colorado, no recovery 
against city or county, or relief in any shape 
to taxpavers, is apparent, unless provided for 
by the coming Legislature. The question of 
liability is of interest to Chicago and cities of 
lesser magnitude. The Pennsylvania statute 
would seem to

Her voice—pertiaps the sweetest 
charm of lovely woman—was at that time 
beautiful, igh gener in the lower tones, 
but incapable of strong pathos. Although 
musical, it did not — that glowing 
warmth necessary for simulation of the 
stronger and the best passions, like the voice 
of Adelaide Neiison, by whose death the 
theatrical world lost the liveliest of Juliets. 
The Berharut seems to have abandoned the
